To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Royston  Urban  District  Council. 

MR.  CHAIRMAN,  LADIES  AND  GENTLEMEN , 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1972. 

The  population  showed  an  incr  ase  on  the  previous  year  of  580 
mainly  due  to  migration  rather  than  an  increase  in  births.  The  birth 
rate  remained  higher  than  the  remainder  of  the  country  and  the  county  as 
a  whole. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  was  slightly  lower  than  the  previous  year 
and  was  below  the  national  average. 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  showed  a  very  slight  increase  on 
the  previous  year,  the  commonest  cause  of  death  again  being  diseases  of  the 
heart  and  blood  vessels;  the  death  rate  was  slightly  higher  than  the 
national  average. 

As  in  the  previous  year  no  deaths  occurred  from  tuberculosis  or  any 
other  infective  disease. 

There  was  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  illegitimate  births. 

There  were  no  outbreaks  of  serious  epidemic  disease  during  the  year 
and  the  state  of  the  public  health  in  Royston  remained  satisfactory. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  all  the  public  health  and  health 
and  welfare  staff  in  Royston,  including  those  concerned  with  administration, 
for  their  help  and  co-operation  during  the  year.

ENVIRO MENTAL  HYGIENE 


Water  Supply 

The  Lee  Valley  Water  Company  supply  water  to  the  whole  of  the  Urban 
District.  The  quality  of  water  has  been  maintained  in  an  excellent  con¬ 
dition  as  evidenced  by  the  156  bacteriological  and  5  chemical  samples 
taken  by  the  Company  during  the  year  all  of  which  have  been  reported  upon 
as  being  satisfactory  and  a  purity  suitable  for  a  public  water  supply. 

A  further  number  of  samples  from  various  sources  throughout  the  district 
have  been  submitted  to  the  Cambridge  Public  Health  Laboratory  by  the 
Public  Health  Inspector  and  these  have  also  been  reported  upon  as  being 
satisfactory . 

The  hardness  of  the  water  supply  to  the  district  is  shown  as  250 
milligrammes  per  litre  which  represents  a  relatively  hard  water. 

Fluoridation  is  not  carried  out  by  the  Company.  The  fluoride  level 
of  the  water  at  0.2  milligrammes  per  litre  is  shown  as  a  natural  constituen 


SWIMMING  POOLS 


The  Green  Plunge  Swimming  Pool  operated  by  the  Council  has  beer: 
extensively  modernised  and  is  a  very  popular  amenity  to  the  inhabitants. 
Regular  sampling  is  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  and  all 
samples  this  year  were  reported  upon  as  being  satisfactory.  The  Pool 
Superintendent  tests  for  chorine  and  Ph  during  the  season  sc  that  any 
departure  from  normal  standards  can  be  rectified  immediately. 

Two  school  swimming  pools  are  in  use  both  having  modern  filtration 
and  chlorination  plants  and  sampling  from  these  is  regularly  carried  out 
by  the  County  Health  Inspector. 

HOUSING 


New  Properties 

House  building  during  the  year  numbered  55  houses  by  private  enter¬ 
prise. 

Unfit  Properties 

During  the  year  5  houses  were  made  the  subject  of  demolition  orders 
and  1  closing  order.  All  tenants  from  these  unfit  properties  being- 
rehoused  by  the  Local  Authority.  One  house  previously  being  closed  under 
a  closing  order  was  improved  by  a  new  owner  with  the  aid  of  an  Improvement 
Grant  and  subsequently  the  order  was  revoked.

The  Local  Council  licences  shops  selling  milk  over  the  counter  in  the 
same  containers  as  it  was  received  by  the  shopkeeper.  There  are  5  such 
sellers  of  milk  licensed. 

FOOD  PREMISES 

The  following  list  of  food  premises  is  classified  according  to  main 
trade  carried  on,  although  with  some  of  the  larger  multiple  stores  and 
supermarket  it  is  difficult  to  decide  what  is  the  main  trade.

NOISE 


With  the  increasing  public  awareness  of  noise  as  an  environmental 
nuisance  there  has  been  an  increase  during  the  year  of  complaints  regard¬ 
ing  noise.  Five  were  received  from  persons  complaining  of  noise  from 
industrial  premises,  these  were  investigated  and  in  the  majority  all 
cases  were  remedied  informally. 

Noise  from  road  working  apparatus  continues  to  occur  and  it  has 
been  found  that  in  most  cases  this  is  due  to  lack  of  thought  by  the 
operatives  in  not  fitting  mufflers  to  their  road  drills.  On  investigation 
the  majority  of  equipment  was  supplied  with  mufflers  but  it  was  not 
considered  necessary  to  put  them  on  until  the  operatives'  attention  was 
drawn  to  the  matter.
